At noon his dinner consists ofa 
loaf of bread and a canof beer. At night 
he has bread and porridge again, with per- 
haps potatoes and cabbage, and —— ya 
slice of bacon. On Sundays only he enjoys 
a Slice of roasted mutton or beef. His wife 
has no dress of costlier material than calico

}or some cheap woolen fabric. His children 


are unkempt and uneducated, and broad- 
cloth is as foreign to his limbs as content- 
ment isalien to his heart. He has prac- 
tically no part in the government under 
which he lives. The world of ampition, of 
events, of books, of newspapers, of intelli- 
gence is as unknown to him asif he re- 
sided in Central Afrita. He lives a mere ani- 
mal existence. He lives and dies upon a low 
dirty, brutal, subservient 

his emp!oyer and tyrannical to his family. 

I do not claim that the difference between 
the two workingmen whose lives I have en- 
deavored to describe is the result of any in- 
herent race superiority of the American 
over the European. Man is tne result of 
conditions; he is the preduct of his sar- 
reundings; he is as distinctly a fruit of cul- 
ture as is an orange or an ce. Shake- 
speare has indeed said, “Sweet are the uses 
of adversity.”” Buta greater than Shake- 
speare has said, “Ye cannot gather grapes 
of thorns or figs of thisties.” [Applause. | 
As surely as that genial suns, affluent rains 
and careful cultivation will develop a more 
perfect fruit, so surely will good food, suffi- 
cient rest and leisure for education evolve a 
better man. The possession of wealth 
brings to the average man a mental and 
moral as well as a material gain. The 
American workingman is more intalligent, 
and more moral, and a more desirable citi- 
zen than his English brother, mainly be- 
cause he is better fed, better housed and 
better clothed. [Applause.] In this coun- 
try any industrious man who has only him- 
self to support can earn one week’s subsist- 
ence with two days’ work, while in Europe 
the margin between eating and earning is 
so small that there is no place where ambi- 
tion can plant the feet of its ladder. 

Emile Zola, in one of his philosophical, 
realistic and nasty novels, illustrates the 
debauched and miserable lives of the coal 
miners in France, and some of England’s 
great novelists have intimated that sobriety 
and chastity are almost unknown vir- 
tues among the farm laborers and 
factory operatives in Great Britain. 
The Englishman, with muscles flaccid with 
the weariness of toil,and with brain be- 
numbed with hopeless poverty, maunders 
no other prayer than “Give us this day our 
daily bread,” while the American, who, 
with one day’s toil has purchased three 
days’ food, cries out “Give me not only 
bread, but give me, O Lord! a part of thy 
own power and glory.” In overcrowded 
India abject and hopeless poverty throws 
itself under the wheels of Juggernaut, and 
yields dumb and craven allegiance to caste. 
while amid the unpeopled mountaing and 
broad plains of America the laborer thinks 
and plans how to make merchants, and 
bankers and Jawyers of his boys. The 
crowding, jostling stream of life, the fierce 
competition for food and shelter in Europe 
affords no elbow-room fer hope or ambition, 
while in America well-paid toil finds a 
cons and sure road to competence. |Ap- 
piause, 4 

It is beeanse of the intelligence of our 
laborers that this Republié-is in existencé 


today. When slavery, aggressive by that. 


very necessity of its nature which de- 
manded expansion as a condition precedent 
of continued existence—whnen slavery as- 
sailed the life of this Nation, could we have 
preserved it fromthe assault if we had 
been compelled to furnish armies from such 
human material as crowds the cellars and 
garrets of London and Manchester? Ah, 
nol it was the citizens who aspired toa 
higher plane of life, it was the-bayonets 
that thought, it was the laborers who in- 
tended some day to become employers of 
labor that carried the Nation’s flag vic- 


tory. [Applause.] 

Europe is filled with subjects who 
are satisfed with their lowly lives of 
poverty. America is composed of 


workers who intend, after awhile, to 
employ other people to work for 
them. In this difference of purpose, born 
of a difference in conditions, dwells tne 
hope of the land. Protection it is that has 
clothed us with the purple of prosperity, 
Think you that the workers will hasten 
rend their garments of power and go to the 
rag-bag of free trade for clothing? Will 
they make haste to reduce their home lives 
a condition of fore squalor? Will 
they take the little away from the

schools and place them at the looms? Will 
they yield up their birthrights and with 
their own ballots desolate their own hearth- 
stones? Will they step out from the shel- 
tered thresholds of ge into the storms 
of poverty and the mire of famine because 
they can purchase a tin pail five cents 
cheaper or a pair of eyeglasses ten cents 
less? Let not the vaunting debaters of the 
English-saturated Democracy dream that 
their fli@sy logic will escape unharmed 
from its wrestling with the iron-limbed 
syllogisms which attend upon the bugle of 
protection.

The workineman who votes for revenue 
reduction votes for his own undoing. The 
workingman who votes against a protective 
tariff resembies the foolish farmer who 
dreamed that there was a pot of gold under 
the foundations of his howse, and dug for 
it, and so madea ruin of his home. {Ap 
planse.| Where wines sparkle, and jewels 
glitter, and luxury dawdies in selfish un- 
concern of the struggles of the poor, tariff 
reduction may be welcomed, but the laborer 
who invites it to his home gives shelter to a 
treacherous and tireless foe. [Loud and 
long-continued applause. | 

THE TERM FREE TRADE 

is often used in discussion because it is terse, 
comprehensive and readily comprehended. 
lt expresses what I believe to be the ulti- 
mate intent of many of the Democratic 
leaders, though it is only fair to admit that 
they disclaim the purpose which their con- 
duct implies. 

Revenue reduction is indeed not free 
trade, any more than Omaha is Chicago, but, 
starting from San ncisco, Omaha ts on 
the read to Chicago, and revenue reduction 
is a long stri4e in the directien of free trade. 
[ Laughter. } 

I say “revenue reduction.” I should 
rather have said “tariff reduction,” 
fer the terms do not mean the same thing. 
Tariff redaction is by no means certain to 
cause revenue reduction, for tariff reduc- 
tion would stimulate imports, and the prob- 
abilities are that the swollen treasury will 
increase in size if impert duties are re- 
duced. 

Driven from’the position that it is possi- 
ble for wages to remain at their present 
rates if the tariff duties be Jessened, 
the anti-protectionists next assert that 
the reduction in the cost of the neces- 
saries of life which free trade would 
bring about, the reductien in the cost of 
shovels and shirts, of plows and pocket 
handkerchiefs, would so reduce the living 
expenses of the laborer as to more than 
couibensate him for the reduction in his 
own wages. That proposition glitters, but 
it is not true gold. The nitric acid of facts 
will burn it up alive. [Applanse.] 

Cook stoves and linen lace might be 
cheaper, but bread and potatoes and meat 
and vegetabies would sell at the same price 
whether under protectien or free trade. 
Sugar and pepper would cost a trifle less, 
but milk and butter and eggs and fruit and 
fowis would not be lessened in price one 
cent by tariff reduction. It might costa 
workingman 50 cents a year less for 
needies and thread, but oe pe of lager 
beer and Sunday-schooi su ptions would 
remain as now. [Laughter.] The work- 
ingman’s bill for bis boots and breeches 
might be a trifle less, but rent would not be 
lower, nor coal oil, nor fuel, except in a few 
seaboard cities. Neither tebacco nor thea- 
ter tickets, nor car fare, nor newspapers, 
nor any other works of fiction, nor pew 
rent, nor painting the town red would be 
lessened in price by tariff reduction. 
| Laughter. 

LARGE WAGES THAT WOULD NOT BE 
EARNED. 

1 conjecture that five-sixths of the income 
of any man of family who earns $600 a year 
18 necessarily devoted to the cost of shelter, 
fuel and articles of feod, the price of which 
is not affected by tariff. Ifhe expends 
$100 per annum for protected goods, he 
might purchase those goods, probably for 
$60, if duties were abolished. He would 
save $40 a year by free trade. But his own 
wages would be reduced in like proportion. 
In place of #600 he would receive 
$360. He would gain 840 per annum and 
lose $240 per annum. The mind shrinks 
from attempting to compute the vast sums 
that the workers of tbe country would not 
gain under the rule of tariff reformers. 
Laughter. 

And even if this last argument of the 
anti-protectionists were as sound as it is un- 
sound, if all these iterated phrases about 
the purchasing power of adollar cou!d be 
received as truths, who does not know that 
there is something which is twice as valua- 
ble as the purchasing wer of a dollar, 
and that is the purchasing power of two 
dollars. | Laughter. Who would not 
rather have high pr and high wages 
than low prices and low’ wages? If you 
have no mere at the end of the year, at 
least you respect yourself more every pay 
day during the year. Some of yeu remem- 
ber when 20 gold dollars was’ the price of a 
day’s wages and flour was 820 asack. A 
cook earned $300 a month, and any industri- 
ous hen ceuld get $3 a dozen for ail the eggs 
She could lay. [Laughter.] Those were 
“The days of old, the days of gold, the days 
ot ’49.” [Applause. | 

And there never was a grizzled old Argo- 
naut who does not consider ali later days 
contemptible in comparison. [Applause.] 
I pity the man who does not love to inflate. 

Laughter.| He lacks imagination, lacks 
ope and lacks enthusiasm. Heisa dreary, 
Eastlake patterned sort of a man, without 
any flowers in his wovf. Fortunately for 
human happiness most of us are built the 
other way. When we buy a town lot for 
$100 we generally have the consideration 
inserted at 8200. f[fLaughter.| We may 
want to sell it some day, and in the mean- 
time it looks well. [laughter.] I suppose 
that the county records contain more fairy 
tales than the “Arabian Nights.” ([Laugh- 
You know. that for several years past 
in this part of the country we have been 
enjoying a boom. |Laughter.] When a 
one-lunged man from Boston, a blizzard- 
dodger from Minnesota or a cyclone-escape 
from Kansas would remove his wraps, and 
while the perfume of the roses and orange 
blossoms of a Los Angeles Christmas, or 
when he would go to Santa Monica or Long 
Beach and sriff the salt airon New Year’s 
day, and watch the surf-bathers, who, some 
slanderons person has said, were probably 
hired by the owners of seaside lots at 50 
cents an hour to take a bath whenever a 
cxrload of eastern tourists was in town, 
laughter!—I repeat that when a tender- 
oot disembarked and looked abeut him 
and asked the price of acity lot, you first 
gave him a price} that caused him to 
walk around the block to catch his breath, 
and before he retarned you raised the 
price. [Loud | 

It was great fum while it lasted, and it 
will be better tun when the boom returns 
in the fall, and in the mean time, now that 
things have settled down to a ursiform pros- 
perity, we are all enjoying the experience, 
And even those whe Are unable to tide over 
the interval can say witn the poet: “lt is 
better to have loved and lost than vever to 
have loved at all” |Laughter.) I think 
no man cap ever clearly comprekend the 
delights of seesaw unless he has 


in Southern California real estate, 
[ Laughter. } 
THE HARD-HANDED LOGICANS 

of hammer and loom have already made 
short work of the sophisms of revenue re- 
form, and its advocates have therefore 
turned their attention toward tne farmers. 
The Democratic politician sprinkles a little 
hay seed in his hair and studies up the 
difference between ‘a Southdown and a 
hydraulic ram, and starts out to electioneer 
among the farmers. [{Laughter.} It has 
been often assumed by a shallow sort of 
wits that farmers are more easily imposed 
upon than people who dwell in towns. The 
facts do not sustain the theory. The 
farmer has, equally with the dweller in 
cities, to resist the book agent and the 
life insurance fiend. [Laughter.} Le has 
the hard task of baffling the lightning- 
rod man and the vendor of patent 
rights fraughter], and he has the harder 
task of resisting the temptation to place 
the biggest berries on the top of the box 
and the biggest cobblestone in the middle 
of the haybale. |Laughter.| The farmer’s 
intellect is not less sharp because he lives 
closer to Nature than the city-bred man, and 
he listens with a questioning and distrust- 
ful mind to the statemen*’ that protection 
compels him to bear the burden of main- 
taining high wages in the machine-shop 
and the factories. He replies that more 
than three-fourths of the grain raised in 
the United States is eaten at home. He 
replies that the greater part of American 
farm produce is consumed within 100 miles 
of where it was raised, He replies that 
the farmers sell their butter and eggs, and 
poultry and meat, and veget sand fryit, 


and hay and honey to the dwellers in manis, 
facturing cities. .fApplause.| He replies 
that a policy that would reduce the wages 


ot his customers, and thereby diminish 
their purchasing capacity, is not in his in- 
terest. He replies that the dimes he would 


save by purchasing cheaper plows and hoes 
would not offset the dollars he would lose 
it he losta market for his farm products, 
He replies that there are plenty ot tramps 
to feed as it is, without reéofercing their 
number from deserted manufacturing towns. 
He replies that before manu- 
actories were established in the West, corn 
was often used for fuel, and potatoes left 
undug for the want of a market. He re- 
plies that every manufacturing town ad- 
vances and upholds the value of all agri- 
cultural land within a radius of miles, and 
when told that it is to his interest to vote 
the Democratic ticket, he replies in the re- 
frain of the ancient song: “l’m an old man 
from the country, but you can’t play that 
on me,” 

When, with the staff of truth, you drive a 
Democratic politician from every field of 
argument, he will stand in the dusty high- 
way and shake his fist in impotent rage, and 
gibber something about the Chinese record 
of Harrison. [{Laughter.} As if any in- 
telligent man could be induced to vote 
against hisown interests upou the living 
issue of the tariff because Gen. Harrison 
did not, many years ago, altogether agree 
with him upon the now dead issue of Chi- 
nese exclusion.

THE QUESTION OF EXCLUDING THE 
CHINESE 
was first presented by Pacific Coast repre- 
sentatives to Congress immediately after 
the close of the Civil War. It was pre- 
sented to men who were hot with the high 
and humane impulses which the destrue- 
tion of slavery engendered; to men who 
were not informed as to the facts, and who 
did not at first realize that between an 
assimilating decile Christian black people 
who were already living among us, and to 
whom the Nation owed a yast debt of ex- 
iation,and the alien wanderers of a pagan, 
mperial and leprous race, there was a dif- 
ference as b and deep as the Pacific 
Ocean. The East had to be educated to the 
California doctrine of excluding Chinese. 
The Democratic Senators and Congressmen 
were more apt pupils than Republicans 
simply because they were in opposition to 
Republicans, That a Republican Senator 
from Massachusetts opposed Chinese ex- 
clusien was a sufficient reason for a Dem- 
ocratic Senator from Ohio to favor it. When 
the Republicans favored the issuance of 
greenbacks, Senator Thurman would have 
nothing but gold and. silver currency; and 
when the Repub! t he redemp- 
tion of greenbacks, Senator “Patrman de- 
manded more paper money.

& Number of Witnesses Examined— 
The Dying Man's Statement Not 
Generally Believed — A Puzzled

The inquest on the body of Bernhard D. 
Weyerman, shot by his brother Arthur at 
the corner of Fort and Temple streets 
about 10 days ago, and who died from the 
effects of the wound on the morning of the 
20th, between 1 and 2 o’clock, was held 
yesterday, the examination taking up nearly 
the entire day. Coroner Meredith, fully 
realizing the importance of the was 
determined to get all the facts ible that 
would throw any light on the mysterious 
affair, and allowed the fullest latitude in 
the taking of the evidence, which was lis- 


tened to with the closest interest by those 


present. The examination was commenced 
at 9 o’clock before a jury composed of Jul- 
ius rene, Henry ©. Haskins, J. R. Hart, 
T, F, Ragiand, L W. ©. Miller and A. N. 
Coyne. The State was represented by As- 
sistant District Attorney Peyton and Ar- 
thar Weyerman by Messrs. Frank Howard 
and Stewart, and when all of the prelimi- 
naries had been arranged the first witness, 
Phyllis, was sworn, Mr. Phyllis

JUSTIOCK KING. 


Judge Oheney Kenders His Decision 
and Gives Him a Room. 

Every since Justice King’s appointment as 
City Justice he has been in hot waterwith 
the Council, for the reason that that body 
would not allow him a proper room in 
which to hold court. He took the matter 
before the Superior Court, and yesterday 
Judge Cheney rendered the follewing 
decision : 

“This is an application on affidavit fora 
writ of mandate to compel the defendant 
to provide a necessary office and court- 
room for the plaintiff as an alleged justice 
of the peace. it appears from the affidavit, 
and itis by stipulation on file agreed that 
such is the fact, that on or about the 9th 
day of April, 1888, the plaintiff, King, 
was appointed by the Board of Supervisors 
of this county to fill a vacancy alleged 
to exist in the office of the Justice of 
the Peace. The question of importance 
for determination 

of Super- 

visors had the legal power to se 
appoint the petitioner, for if the Court 
should be of the opinion that the appoint- 
ment was legal and authorized by the code 
it would certainly follow that the petitioner 
is entitied to a writ as prayed for 
in this proceeding. Section 103 of the Code 
of Civil Precedure provides that there 
shall be two justices of the peace in every 
city having 29,000 and not more than 100, 
000 inhabitants, to be elected in the manner 
provided for by the same section. It is 
stipulated thatthe Board of Supervisors, 
after taking evidence, deciared that the 
population of the 7“ of Los Angeles was 
more than 20,000.

Political Code in its enumeration of the 
events upon the happeniag of which an 
office becemes vacant, is dealing solely with 
offices which are,or have been, filled by 
officers perferming the duties of such 
ices.

“] do not believe that the honorabie 
justices of the Suprems Court intended 
that a construction should be given to 
the decisien in the case of Rosborough vs. 
Boardman. The question was not pre- 
sented in the cause and presumably was 
not argued. Section 103, Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure, makes it the duty of the civil 
authorities to vide for each justice a 
suitable office in which to hold his court. 
From views expressed it follows that 
the writ prayed fer snould be granted.”

ORANGE-GROW ERS, 


THEY MEKT IN CONVENTION 
AT MONROVIA, 


A Big and Interesting Meeting— 
Where Fruits Will Grow Best— 
Various Committees Appointed 
‘and What They Will Do—Matters 
of Importance Discussed. 


The fruit-crowers of the Upper San Ga- 
briel Valley have inaugurated a new de- 
parture in horticulture in Southern Cali- 
fornia that gives promise of great good in 
the future. Hitherto citrus culture has 
been supposed to bethechief industry. 
Several times in years gone by, since the 
tenderfoot has possessed the land, has there 
been a boom in orenge planting. At one 
time it was thought oranges would grow any- 
where almost spontaneously, and thousands 
of acres were planted, Experience came, 
and showed that location, soil, climate, ele- 
vation, water, care, knowledge and skill 
were all necessary for success, and every 
section did not have these requisites, Then 
the real-estate boom came along, and many 
fine orange groves, that were yielding hand- 
some annual revenues, were sacrificed for a 

uickly-acquired bank account, in exchange 

or corner lots. During the last season, 

however, fully 200,000 new orange trees 
were planted, which makes some amends 
for the destructive realty craze. 

The fruit-growers of the Upper San Ga- 
briel Valley found themselves in an un- 
fortunate predicament this year. This sec- 
tion is the elevated foothill portion of that 
valley lying along the base of the Sierra 
Madre. ere vast orchards ylelded a 
bountiful harvest this summerin all kinds 
of deciduous fruits. The fruit-growers, 
however, find a market with prices zreatiy 
depressed, and asa result a major part of 
their fruit is not gathered, for the simple 
reasoa that it does not pay to pick and ship. 
They also find themselves unable to preserve 
their fruit for a future demand or a 
foreign market. Realizing the situation, a 
number of public-spirited citizens of that 
section recently issued a call for a conven- 
tion to meet at Monrovia, to consider the 
— and to discover and apply reme- 


ies. 

The call was to “all who are interested in 
either the production or marketing of the 
deciduous fruit crop of the San Gabriel 
Valley to join in a meeting to discuss the 
most approved methods of caring for the 
orchards and producing such a quality of 
fruits as will command a ready market, and 
to agree upon some practicable method of 
obtaining a fair price for such products as 
have lareely gone to waste for want of suf- 
ficient demand.” 

Pursuant to the call, about 530 of the 
fruit-growers met in Barnes’ 

all, Monrovia, yesterday, at 10 a.m. The 
convention organized by the election of 
Rev. William Stephenson as chairman, and 
W. B. Crisp of Sierra Madre as secretary. 

G. W. Frazier of Monrovia stated tue ob- 
jects of the — He has been a 
practical fruit-grower for 25 years, and as 
agent for a had 
traveled extensively over thern Califot- 
nia, and had a observed the wants of 
fruit-growers in this section. He had seen 
what would be good 
orchards neglected, and worse than 
werthiess through mismanagement. 
The people are not educated to prop- 
erly care for their orchards, and to 
make the most out of them, They do not 
have the proper varieties. Some have too 
many varieties, and would do better to con- 
fine themseives to fewer. He found great 
ignorance in regard to the cultivation of 
the peach. He aavised organization for the 
= eting of fruit, thereby securing better 
prices. 

W. B. Crisp related his experience in 
truit-growing for six years in the San Ga- 
briei Valley, and said he felt the need of 
concerted action. were made by

W. N. Mooroe called attention to his fine 
exhibit of a new variety of plums, the Keisy

Second—That the organization shall be 
known as the ‘Foothilis Fruit-growers’ As- 
sociation” and that persistent efforts shail 
be made to obtain for membership all fruit- 
growers in the Upper San Gabriel Valley. 

Third—The membership fee shall be $1 
per 


year. 

Fourth—That as large a membership as 
possible shall be sec at this convention, 
and thatacommittee on constitution and 
bvlaws be appointed, and that prompt and 
effective measures be taken to effect an or- 
ganization. 

Fifth—That a committee of five be ap- 
pointed to collect accurate information on 
deciduous fruits in this valley, the amount 

and the expected increases. 

The report wag adopted. 

The matter of establishing a cannery was 
laid over until the next meeting of the con- 
vention, 

The committee on the best method of dis- 
posing of the fruit crop reported es follows:

In the first place the 
wohen recognize in Gen. Harrison a 
maa of the purest morality, a man 
whdhas been true to all the obliga- 
tion: of husband and father, whose 
life ,as been ordered in accordance 
with the strictest laws of purity and 
hone. In the second piace they real- 
ize ‘nat all the recognition and ad- 


vamement women have received they 
have received at the hands of the Re- 
publican party. It was under the 
first Republican administration that 
women were given appointments in the 
Government offices. It has been under 
succeeding Republican Administra- 
tions that they have been given first- 
class postofiices, pension offices and 
other important places. That they 
have had any recognition at the hands 
of the Democratic party has been 
purely a matter of policy. That party 
has retained and appointed as few as 
possible. All who could be discharged 
have been, that their salaries might be 
paid to Democratic voters. 

The Republican party is the party 
of the home. Its platform declares in 
favor of the purity of the home. 
American women understand this; 
hence, whenever we find them inter- 
esting themselves in politics, we find 
them, nine times out of ten, on the Re- 
publican side. 


A Sensible View of Prohibition. 


There is no more need for a third 
party to propagate temperance ideas 
and promote temperance principles, 
than there is for a party to advocate 
the suppression of cruelty to animals, 
or any other branch of moral reform. 
Those who are loudest in their advo- 
cacy of the Prohibition party will not 
be found to be those who have most 
sincerely at heart the welfare of their 
fellow-men. The rescue of drunkards 
from their evil course is a secondary 
consideration with these men, who are 
chiefly bent upon the advance- 
ment of their own personal 
interests, and consumed with an 
insatiable craving for notoriety. To 
secure this, they are usually ready to 
sacrifice all that they once held dear— 
for, as arule, they are renegade Repub- 
licans, working in the interest of the 
Democracy. 

That the main desire of the Prohibi- 
tion party is to destroy the Republi- 
cans there can be no doubt in the 
mind of every reasonable man, whose 
eyes and ears are open to the evidence 
of current events. In fact, their lead- 
ers and their organs no longer take 
the trouble to deny this fact, but make 
an open boast of it, and in the speeches 
which are heard on Prohibition plat- 
forms, for every word relating to the 
evils of drink, we hear a hundred 
words of bitter denunciation against 
the party which has done more than 
any other—and will continue to do 
more—in the cause of morality. 

There has been considerable dispute 
as to what John A. Brooks, the Prohi- 
bition candidate for the Vice-Presi- 
dency, really said in his celebrated 
speech in Decatur county, Illinois. The 
short-hand reperter who took down the 
speech bas made. affidavit that Mr. 
Brooks’s words were as follows: 


“T have lived in the South, and I owned 
slavesthere. I sympathized with the South 
and prayed for the success of the Confeder- 
ate cause, but my prayers were not an- 
awered. 1 have been a Democrat, but, 
thank God [here the speaker shook his 
head, at the same time raising his arm and 
shaking his finger-at the audience}, I have 
never been a Kepublican, I will never have 
that sin to answer for.” 


How ,do conseientious members of 
the Prohibition party, who were for- 
merly Republicans, and are still such 


| at the buttom’of their hearts, like such 


sentiments as these? Surely it is time 
for loyal American citizens to pause, 
before they give their support té de- 
signing men who are ready to sacrifice 
the Nation’s birthright for a mess of 
pottage—to enddnger those priceless 
and dearly-purchased liberties which 
we possess for the phantasmagoria of 
an impracticable sumptuary law. 

It 18 noteworthy that in the South, 
where there is also astrong prohibi- 
tion sentiment, good care is taken that 
it shall not interfere with politics. 
Over a hundred counties in Georgia 
have banished the saloon by the local 
option method, but the question has 
never been forced into politics. The 
ministers are calling upon their mem- 
bers to avoid taking it up asa _ polit- 
ical issue, and to, keep it where .it 
should be, as a moral issue to be ad- 
vanced as fast as public sentiment will 
sustain it. The Southern Christian 
Advocate, one of the official organs of 
the M. E. Church South, has the fol- 
lowing sensible remarks on this sub- 
ject, by the perusal of which northern 
Prohibitionists might profit: 


it is safe to say that the Methodist Church 
South is solid, not ap" for temperance, but 
for prohibition. We do not mean that it is 
solid for the Prolttibition party. On the 
contrary, we do believe that the thoughtful 
men of the church, the men of cool heads, 
whose judgment is sound enough not to be 
warped and misled by something that, un- 
der the guise of reforms, conceals great 
dangers, are solid against any third part 
movement. The Methodist Church Sout 
has always refused, as a church, to take 
= in politics, and one element of 
er strength has been that, amid the wildest 
storms o litical excitement, her pulpit 
has sounded out a pure gospel unmixed 
with ey politics. It 1s no time now to sur- 
render this crowning glory of past history. 
What the werld wants and expects from the 
church isa puregespel. Whatshe demands is 
that she be true to her God-given commission 
and leave political questions to political 
parties. Prohibition is a great moral ques- 
tion, which comes legitimately within the 
sphere of har work, and the pulpit has 
eg no uncertain sound on this question. 
ut when political hucksteers seize upon 
this vital question aS a stepping stone to 
office: when political parties, advance 
their own ends, sugar coat their objection- 
able tenets with prohibition; when the 
effert is made to smuggle in woman’s 
suffrage and other evils under the covering 
of prohibition, and when many zealous, 
x men are misled into. the belief that 
they ares bound to stand by everything 
that professes a worthy aim, it is timé for 
the religious press to speak out, and we 
write this to warn the brethren of the min- 
istry to beware of political entanglements, 
and to let all third party movements alone.

WASHINGTON, Aug, 30.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Kepresentative Gallinger 
has completed his minority report upon the 
result of the investigation made by the 
Printing Committee into the adninistra- 
tion of the Government Printing Office. 
The report is bitterly critical of Public 
Printer Benedict and the majority of the 
committee. The report defends Rounds’s 
administration as honorable, conscientious 
and able, and declares that enough viola- 
tions of law swnadtios te of incdmpetency 
have been show the testimony to war- 
rant the immediate removal from office of 
Benedict. 

CLEVELAND’S SPEECHES PRINTED THERE. 

A large part of the report treats of private 
work done at the Government Printing Of- 
fice. Among other things, it 1s said that 
the testimony shows beyond doubt thata 
series of speeches made by President Cleve- 
land in various cities on his famous trip in 
the autumn of 1887 had been printed in ad- 


vance in the Government Printing Office, in 
clear violation of the law. 

The minority deciares that, for the first 
time in the history of the Government 
Printing Office, that vast workshop has been 
turned into a political machine, men peing 
discharged solely because they were Ke- 
publicans and others appointed solely be- 
cause they were Democrats. 


FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON (D. C.), Aug. 30.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Senate.—ln the Senate 
Mr. Blair offered a resolution, which was 
referred to the Committee on Contingent 
Expenses, instructing the Committee on 
interstate Commerce to exam ine fully into 
asystem of mechanical telegraph now on 
exhibition at the Capitol, and to secure the’ 
aid of competent and disinterested experts; 
He explained the object of his resolution to 
be to have this system of telegraphy exam- 
ined, and if found to be as represented, to 
secure it forthe benefit of the people. He 
had been told by Craig, the owner of the 
patents, that 2000 words could be sent on 
the wires at the cost of single letter postage. 

The Senate resumed consideration of the 
President’s retaliation message, and Mr. 
George proceeded with the speech which he 
began yesterday. He denied the correct- 
ness of the assertion by Mr. Edmunds last 
week that the President had aright to sus- 
pend the operation of that section of the 
Revised Statutes which allows the transit 
of goods between the United States and 
Canada without payment of duty. To do 
so would be to exercise autocratic power. 

Mr. Cullom addressed the Senate on the 
same subject. He spoke of the United 
States being destined to dominate the 
American continent, and expressed the 
epinion thatin the not far distant future 
the Canadian provinces would become part 
of the United States. The, rejection of the 
fisheries treaty had ‘met, the ap- 
proval of a very large majority of the peo- 
ple of the country. The retaliation mes- 
sage might be taken as evidence that even 
the President had become satisfied that the 
treaty was a mistake. To return what he 
had lost by that mistake, the President had 
launched out into a broader sea, and would 
soon find himself in deeper water than 
ever, and with greater dangers threatening 
him. 

Mr. Cullom then addressed himself to the 
details of the subject, going extensively 
into the question as to whether the Secre- 
tory of the Treasury had not the power to 
prehibit shipments from Canada to United 
States ports for exportation. He argued 
that the Secretary of the Treasury had the 
power practically to prohibit such transit by 
establishing such rules and regulations as 
would make it inconvenient. As to dis- 
crimination against American’ vessels 
on the Canadian canals, that difficulty, 
if it existed, might have been removed by 
remonstrance addressed to the British 
Government. It would be time enough 
when such remonstrances proved unavail- 
ing forthe President to apply to Congress 
for additional legislation. When he (Mr. 
Cullom) read the massage on tbe existing 
situation and saw how little excuse there 
was for it, the fact bec am more and more 
apparent that it had been enspired a yom 
ical necessity. It might be regar oas 
Cleveland’s long-delayed letter of accept- 
ance of the Democratic nomination for the 
Presidency, because it betrayed clearly his 
anxiety for another term in office and his 
feur that he would not be elected. His 
complete change of front on the fishe 
question shows that Cleveland and the Iris 
party were in desperate straits politically; 
that they saw defeat staring them in the 
face ond they were seeking to divert atten- 
tion from one issue ow which tuey had de- 
liberately staked all their chances of success 
at the approaching election. Speaking of 
the transfer of miilions from the treasur 
tosome “favored national banks,’’ Mr. Cul- 
lom said: “lt would not be surprising if a 
liberal slice of the swag found its way into 
the coffers of the National Democratic Coin- 
mittee.” 

At the close of Mr. Cullom’s speech the 
subject went over without action. The 
Senate then preceeded.to the Fortification 
Bill, with amendments recommetided by 
the Committee on Approfrigtions. The 
first amendment was the insertion of a new 
section providing for a supervising board.

MORE RETALIATION. 


Another Bill Giving the President 
Ample Twisting Powers. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Mr. McCreary reported a sub- 
stitute forthe Wilson Retaliation Bill to 
the House this afternoon, and gave notice 
that it would be called up on Saturday. 
The following is the text of the bill: 

Be it enacted, etc., that whenever the 
President may deem it his duty to exercise 
any of the powers given him by an act en- 
titled “An act authorizing the President of 
the United States to protect and defend 
the rights of American trading and other 
vessels and American fishermen in certain 
cases, and for other purposes,” approved 
March 3, 1887, it shall be lawful for the 
President, in his discretion, by proclama- 
tion to that effect, to suspend, in whole or 
in part, the transportation across the terri- 
tory of the United States in bond and 
without payment of duty, of goods, wares, 
merchandise, .imported or exported from 
any foreign country from or to the British 
dominions in North America. 

Sec. 2. When the President shall be satis- 
hed that there is any discrimination what- 
everinthe use of the Welland canal, St. 
Lawrence River,Champlain canal, or either 
of them, whether by tolls, drawbacks, re- 
funding of tolls, or otherwise, which is or 
may be detrimental to the interests of the 
United States, or any of its citizens, it shall 
be lawful forthe President, in his discre- 
tion, to issue a proclamation to that eff ect, 
whereupon there shall be collected a toll of 
20 cents a ton upon every foreign vessel and 
her cargo passing through either the Sault 
Ste. Marie canal or St. Clair flats canal,and 
the Secretary of the Treszsury may author- 
ize anddirect any of the customs officers to 
collect tolls levied under this act; or the 
President may, in his discretion, when sat- 
isfied there is any such discrimination, pro- 
hibit the use of said canals to any such for- 
eign vessels. The President, when satis- 
hed that such discrimination.has ceased, 
may issue his proclamation to that , effect, 
in his discretion, whereupon the toil 
authorized by this act shal! no longer be 
collected, and such prohibition, if ordered, 

nll cease. 

*. 3. That the Secretary of the Treasu 
be authorized to make any regulations need- 
ful to carry this aci inw effect. 

At only one point was there anything like 
a difference between the Democratic and 
Republican members. This was the protest 
coming from the Republicans of courtesy to 
Great Britain requiring that it should be 
notified that article 29 of the treaty of 
Washington had been practically nullified 
and abrogated upon re‘usal or denial of the 
rights of American citizens in Canadian 
ports. Upon this proposition there was a 
division on party lines, resulting in its de- 
feat—5 to6 in the committee. When the 
question came up on ordering a favorabie 
report on the substitute Dill. however, there 
was not a negative vote. The Republican 
members do not expect that the bill will 
meet with any opposition from their side of 
the House when cailed up, although the 
proposition rejected today may be renewed 
and serve as a basis of some speeches in 
which the position will be taken that the 
President already has sufficient power to do 
what he desires in the way of retaliation. 


FORFEITED LANDS, 


Another Bi.lto Mate Northern Pa- 
cific Disgorge. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Senator Dolph, from the 
Committee on Public Lands, today re- 
ported favorably the bill to declare a for- 
feiture of a!l lands, except rights of way and 
station grounds granted to the Nerthern | 
Pacific Railroad Company, which appertain 
to, and are cotermineus with, that part of 
the road’s line which shall not have been 
constructed at the date of passage. The 
lands forfeited are restored to the public 
domain and made subject to disposition and 
settlement under the general public land 
laws. Persons who are in possession under 
title from the Northern Pacific Railway, 
executed in good faith, prior to January 1, 
1888, of any lands declared forfeited, are 
given the right to purchase them from the 
United States in quantities not exceeding 
360 acres to anyperson at the rate of $2.50 per 
acre at any time within two years from the 
passage of the bill. Six months is given in 
which to remove crops or improvements on 
lands declared forfeited. The bill con- 
firms to the city of Portland the ri of 
way attempted to be cenveyed to the city 
by the railway company for the pur of 
enabling Portland to secureag water 
supply. It is further declared that noth- 
ing contained in the b Il shall be construed 
to waive the right of the United States to 
have any other lands granted the railway

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—[By the Asso 
ciated Press.| The Republican Senators 
helda conference at Senator Edmunds’s 
residence this evening from half pist7 to 
nearly midnight.

CANADA'S CLAIMS. 


Dominion Ministers Excited 
Over Retaliation. 


They Declare the Treaty of 1818 Still 
in Force, 


And That Canada Must Have the Sea 
as Well as the Earth. 


Old World Echoes—A Dublin Journal Hails Cleve- 
land's as an Irish Measure— 
France Taking a Pacific fone Toward 
Italy’s Mastowah Scheme.

ToronTo (Ont.), Aug. 30.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Five thousand persons 
assembied at Hazerville, Ont., yesterday, to 
listen to a political address from Sir Hector 
Langevin, Minister of Public Works, and 
Sir John Thompson, Minister of Justice. 
The speeches of both Ministers were preg- 
nant with significance, being the first pub- 
lic utferances of a minister of the Govern- 
ment since President Cleveland’s retalia- 
tory threats. 

Sir Hector Langevin sketched the history 
of the fisheries dispute, showing that the 
United States fell back on the treaty of 
1818 of their own accord; that Canada was 
maintaining her just rights. After a great 
deal of labor to adjust the differences ami- 
cably by treaty, the United States Senators 
frustrated their efforts. Then Cleveland 
followed that up with a threat to punish 
Canada. What for? . Because there was no 
treaty. It was not Canada’s fault. The 
President wanted to stop Canadian goods 
from coming over American railways in 
bond because American fishermen were not 
permitted to bond their fish over Canadian 
railways. But that right, with others, was 
given up by the Americans long ago in con- 
sideration of Labrador fishing advantages. 
These advantages Canada had and would not 
give up while the right to bond was de- 
manded without any concession. Canada had 
made many concessions. The United States 
could not expect to have all the conceding 
on Canada’s side. He respected the dignity 
of the United States, and he was sure they 
all did, but Canada had hon®ér and dignity 
as a nation and as a part of the British Em- 
‘pire, and no true Canadian was disposed to 
lower Canada’s position, Referring to un- 
restricted reciprocity,he said it was a sugar- 
coated commercial union. While discussing 
President Cleveland’s message he said that 
they should be coilected and calm. If their 
neighbours got excited they should consider 
the time at which their neighbors’ excite- 
ment existed. They should not resent too 
mueh the hard names and hard words 
spoken against Canada. Canada wasa 
great country, territorily as large or larger 
than the United States. They had differ- 
ent institutions, some of which were at 
least better in his opinion than those in the 
United States. Cahada had been responsi- 
ble to her people, which was not the case in 
the United States, Was it not much better 
to have aministry directly responsible to 
the people, so that when wrong-doing and 
mismanagement prevailed the people could 
turn the ministers out. 

ANOTHER BITTER SPEECH. 

Sir John Thompson said that the Liberal 
leaders had been starring through the Prov- 
ince of Ontario, but all their efforts were in 
vain. An evil genius was pursuing them. 
They had been preaching a new gospel, 
proclaiming that the only salvation for 
Canadians was to adopt unrestricted re- 
ciprocity, but even while they were preach- 
ing about better trade relations the Presi- 
dent of the United States and Senate took 
council together to find out the best way to 
harass Canada most with the least injury to 
their own country. There was littie pros- 
peet of getting any advantage from the 
United States when its representatives 
showed such hostility. But he was sin- 
eerely giad at the good the President’s 
message had done in thiscountry. It had 
evoked the national spirit which speaks 
through the press and people of both politi- 
cal parties. The citizens of Canada were 
in no mord to submit to the dictation of 
any foreign power. ‘The Liberal press in 
Toronto and Montreal were very piain in 
‘heir statements. He admitted that che 
President of the United States was a great 
statesman; thathe was at the head of a 
great Nation, and that the words he uttered 
were of great responsibility. ‘The policy of 
this country should be one of great pru- 
dence, and a desire to conciliate rather 
than irritate; to be friendly with, rather 
than unfriendly with, any power.in the 
world. But this was also a great country. 
All our citizens did not labor at developing 
its resources. Many Canadians looked to 
the trackiess sea for their living, and when 
the rights of their fishermen were imposed 
upon it was their duty to uphold their 
rights and the honor of their country. All 
that was held up as reason for non-inter- 
course was Canada’s refusal to permit 
American fishermen to send a catch of fish 
in bond over Canadian railways to the 
United States. 

THF TREATY OF 1818. 

The United States chose themselves to ro 
back to the treaty of 1818, and its provisions 
were being enforced. There was nothing 
unfriendly in that. That their conduct in 
seizing American vessels has not been harsh 
was borne out by the supportof the British 
Government on inquiry into every case. 


| The United States tm 1818 gave up the right 


to fish within the three-mile limit; American 
fishermen were to have no commercial priv- 
ileges on Canadian shores. They could not 
salttheir fish or buy supplies. They could 
only enter a harbor in case of a storm or to 
make repairs, but a renunciation of these 
rivilezes was brought by giving Americas 
shermen the rizhtto fish along the coast of 
Labradur and Magdalene Island, and now 
they wish to hold en to this while they will 
not give upthe old one. The means of re- 
taliation proposed was the withdrawal ot 
the privilege to bond goods through the 
United States to Canada. This privilege 
was secured to them by article 29 of the 
Washingten treaty, and it required two 
ears’ notice by the terms of the treaty be- 
ore any article could be suspended, No 
notice of that kind had been given, and 
Cleveland, regardless of the sacred obli- 
gations of the treaty, proposed to end 
this peoeinge without notice and at 
a Single stroke. If,asaleaderof the Op- 
position said at St. Thomas the other day, 
our carrying trade is going tou be much in- 
jured, does not that shew how great folly it 
would be to have commercial arrange- 
ments with the United States? Did you 
ever see a man who, when his house was on 
fire, wished his house larger and his loas 
greater? If we make the proposed arrange- 
ment the next time we get in the whirl of 
American politics, every vital interest of 
ours is sacrificed to win the votes of a few 
wards in the city of New York. The Presi- 
dent’s message is an interruption that puts 
a fatal mark across the page of unrestricted 
reciprocity, and leads the people of Ontario 
to believe that after all, with all the cries 
of a ruinous national policy. the policy of 
the development of this country, of making 
it a united country from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, the policy which enables Canada to 
say: “We can live without American rail- 
weys and steamship lines. Wecan live in 
comparative ‘comfort even if the United 
States will not deal with us or trade with us 
at all,” ali this is a much better policy for 
this country than to hand over its destinies 
to a people to sacrifice them for their polit- 
ical interests.

A Heavy Year in the General Land 
Offic

WaAsHInGTon, Aug. 30.—[By the Asso-. 
ciated Press,| The forthcoming annual re-. 
port of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office will show that during the year 
ending J une 30,1888, there were made 590,905. 
cash land entries of ali classes, aggregating 
5,907,254 acres, for which the G v-rnment 
received $11,203,671, Oft e ecash entriss, , 
8318 were sales of lands subject to private 
entry; 314 were sales of mineral lands; 
14.209 were commuted homestead entries;,, 
2385 were original and final entries under 
the Desert Land Act, and 152 were sales of 
coal lands. Sales of timber and stone lands. 
aggregate 2420 entries, nearly all of which | 
were made in California. 

The report will show that the whole nume- 
ber of entries of all classes, including In- 
dian lands, made during the year, was 
955,112, embracing 24,485,833 acres. The 
total receipts from the foregoing 
were $13,522,185. Of the whole number of 
entries 46,236 were original homesteads, 


embracing 3,175,400 acres, and 24,472 were 
timber-culture entries, having in all an ares 


of 3,733,305 acres. uring the year th.

The 
report indorses the effort of private enter- 
prise to secure deep water onthe Texas 
coast, and piedges the convention’s influ- 
ence to induce’ the Government to reim- 
burse the persons engaged in the eater- 
prise. [t further approves the idea of se- 
curing deep water at Aransas Pass by 
private capital, and asks Congress for pro- 
tection in the prosecution of the work, and 
to reimbuse citizens engaged in it. 

Ex-Gov. Gibbs of ‘Texas introduced a 
resolution, which it was moved be adopted 
as a substitute for both. After a short pre- 
ainble it urges upon Congress the necessity 
of two deep-water harbors, one on the east 
and one on the west cosst of the gulf, and 
asks Congress to lecate both and make the 
necessary appropriations for their speedy 
completion.
